“THE STRANDING OF THE 
‘HANGCHOW.' 

Some dotails regarding the atranding of 
the China Navigation Cu.’s steamer Hang- 
chow have come to hand by tho arrival: yes- 
terday of the Douglas Co.'s steamor Namoa 
“frou the coast ports. It nppours that the 
Hangchow xan on the rocks at 2 a.m. on 
"Wednesday, the 26th instant,, during a 
‘donso fog, on -Lein-seu Island, about six 
miles from Amoy harbour, quite close to 
thw shore and itazediately uuder the light- 
house, Tt was about high water at the 
time, and the weather being boisterous the 
vessel’ was deivon fhighor upon tho rocks 

- and wheti the Namoa came up” she 
No atlonpt was 
therefore made to tow the veasol off, and 
her fora holds and engine room are filled 
and omptiod as tho tide rises and falls. 

Finding that neithor passengers ‘nor craw 

were in danger, communication with the 

shore being obtaicablo by means of a gang- 
woy at all. states’ of the tide, the Namoa 
proceeded to Amoy. No sooner.was the 
news circulated than lighters and stoam 
tugs were despatched to. the scvne of 
the dieaster and on their. arrival salv- 
ing operations were commenced imme- 
dintely,
